plish that. The public sentiment of this city can
bring that about, if it will but assert itself. There
are many things that need adjusting. A law
should compel every company that runs excur-
sion trains at night to carry a policeman to hold
hoodlums in check. The want of this has been
a crying evil here for a quarter of a century.

The whole question comes under the rule of
a square deal. The citizen is entitled to perfect
liberty, citizens are entitled to full protection
and a rigid enforcement of the laws will secure
the justice which is demanded.
